London, July 25.—Since the failure 


of the 
conference 
on the Ulster 
situation between the leaders of the 
various political parties at Bucking- 
ham palace, politicians have turned 
their attention to the next step to be 
takee in the home rule controversy. 
Premier Asqulth and the members 
of the cabinet remained in town for 
the greater part of the day, and 
several communications passed be- 
tween King George and the premier, 
but no meetings were held. 
It is understood that much depends 
on the result of the meeting of the 
Irish national party on Monday, when 
the Irish members of parliament will 
decide what attitude they are going 
to adopt towards the bill to amend 
the Irish home rule bill. The amend- 
ing bill comes up for discussion on 
Tuesday in the house of commons. 
Many of them consider that as Lhe 
Ulster unionists rejected the otter of 
a settlement embodied in the amend- 
ing 
bill as 
originally introduced. 
The bill should be withdraw, and the 
home rule bill allowed to become law, 
under the operation of the parliament 
act.The government, however, is gener- 
ally expected to urge the passage of 
the second reading of the amending 
bill as amended by the 
house of 
lords, so that it may be restored to 
its original conditions in the com- 
mittee. This, it is pointed out, would 
give another chance for discussion 
with the possibility of reaching an 
agreement.

RAILWAY MEDIATION 


CONFERENCE FAILS 


TO SETTLE DISPUTE 


Federal 
Board Unsuccessful 
After 
Week's Session Will Continue Ef- 
forts to Arbitrate. 
Chicago, July 25.—Mediation has 
failed to settle the wage difficulties 
between the ninety-eight western rail- 
roads and their fifty-five thousand en- 
ginemen. After a week in session the 
federal board of mediation and concU 
iation today announced that it was 
tryig to effect 
a 
working basis-by 
which bath sides would consent to ar- 
bitrate their differences. 
Decline In Labor Costs. 
A statement Just issued by Chief 
Engineer Stone, defending the course 
taken by the engineers and firemen, 
shows a decline in labor costs and 
seems to prove that the railroads pay 
comparatively less to labor now than 
in former years. Pertinent paragraphs 
read as follows: 
"The statements issued by railroad 
officials showing how the outlay for 
labor has increased have become com- 
monplace. To the reader of the "daily 
press who does not stop to consider 
the matter they create the impression 
as those who issue them wish to cre- 
ate, that a large part of the financial 
woes of the transportation companies 
at the present time is due to the de- 
mands of railroad employee for higher 
rates of pay.' A few moments' exam- 
ination of the facts, however, soon 
shows how unwarranted these state- 
ments are. 
Equipment Responsible. 
"An analysis of the operating per- 
formance of the carriers at once dis- 
closes the fact that the railroads by 
using larger engines, 
heavier equip- 
ment and by adding to train loads 
have developed a remarkable Increase 
of efficiency of employes, and while 
adding to the labor of the wage-earner 
have reduced to a striking degree the 
labor cost of conducting transporta- 
tion. 
"Examination of the annual reports 


of fifty-three western railroads to the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission 
shows, that for 1,000 traffic units han- 
dled in 1890 the cost of engineers 
and firemen was 86 cents as contrast- 
ed with 69 cents 
in 1913. In other 
words, these representative western 
roads were enabled to transport 1,000 
passenger and ton 
miles 27 cents 
cheaper last year than in 1890, or, to 
reduce their engineer and fireman cost 
of handling traffic 31 per cent. In the 
light of these facts, the sham of the 
claim of the railroads that increased 
operating costs have been due to add- 
ed outlays for engineers and firemen 
is apparent."

T 


HE above couplet is the conclusion of a clever little satire ^.imed at 
the foolish self-satisfaction which underlines most of our protesta- 
tions of humility and unworthlness. 
Sinco 1 read it, It has popped Into my mind every time I have 
been inclined io be pleased with myself over some childish little 
accomplishment, and I*pass it along in the hope that it may do the same 
bubble-pricking service for others.-— 
"Self-satisfied are most of ut', 
And with how little satisfied!" 
Isn't it half appalling and half amusing when you 
stop to think how easily we are pleased with our- 
selves? The tiny effort toward self-improvement, the 
slight measure of business success, the trifling act of 
self-sacrifice, the small social triumph which we have 
achieved fill us with a warm glow of triumph simply 
because it was we ourselvea and not another who 
achieved them. If we were only half, nay one-tenth, 
so pleased, one-tenth so impressed with our neighbors' 
achievements we should indeed be pleasant to live with. 
I verily believe that as many men remained 
mediocre because their progress is arrested by the 
stultifying intoxicant of self-satisfaction as are ruined 
by the more commonly recognized variety of intoxi- 
cation. 


But should one never feel self-satisfied even if one 
has really accomplished something worth while, you 
ask? 


No, never. Approve of yourself if you deserve it 
when judged by the same standards by which you 
i: 
judge your neighbor; but don't be self-satisfied, be- 
cause jthen you will stop trying to improve, and that is one of the greatest 
tragedies that can come to any man or woman. 
If a child stops growing physically before he is fifteen or sixteen years 
old, we feel that a very sad thing has happened. When a man or woman 
itops growing spiritually and mentally this side of the grave, a far sadder 


• thing has happened. 
Do you ever stop and ask yourself If you are still growing? 
Are yon broadening out mentally in any direction? Do you do what- 
ever work is your portion In life—be It teaching, bookkeeping, selling, 
Managing men, or homemaking,—a little better toady than you did five 
•years ago9 


Are you growing spiritually? Are you building up your character? 
Have you had any better control of your temper than you had five years ago? 
Have you succceeded In doing something toward crushing out that tendency 
to jealousy or that habit of procrastination. 
While there's life, there should be growth. 
In nature when a thing stops growing it begins to decay. So self- 
•atlsfaction, with its arrest of growth, Is apt to lead to mental and spiritual 
gangrene. Are you still growing? If not, look out.

THINGS WORTH KNOWING. 


"When "washing and rinsing colored 


materials add a teaspoonful of Epsom 
•alts to each gallon of water, and even 
the most delicate shades will neither 
fade nor run. Serge or merino dresses 
which have been dyed black can be 
•afely washed in this way without any 
risk of the dye running. 


To get rid of the squeak in shoes, 
pour linseed oil about one-fourth Inch 
Seep in an old pan and stand the shoes 
in this. Black 
leather 
shoes may 
stand this way over night, but white 
taken out before the oil draws into 
the uppers. The oil soaking also adds 
to wearing quality of the shoes. 
If you are bothered by sweating feet, 
bathe in a lotion made by dissolving 
ten grains of quinine In four ounce* ot 
alcohol. Dissolve the quinine In vine- 
car or lemon juice and then add the 
alcohol. 


Chocolate Blanc Mangs—Soak a 
package of gelatine In a half pint of 
cold muk for two hoars. Stir a pinch 
bring to the scalding point In a doable 
light with a small cupful of granulated 
•ugar. Stir the soaked gelatine Into 
the hot milk eod when It dissolves 
pour the hot liquid gradually upon the 
yolks and the sugar; then whip in five 
lablespoonfuls of grated chocolate wet 
to a paste with a little cold milk. Put 
all into a double boiler and cook, ittr- 
ring all the time, until the boiling point 
is reached. Remove at once from the 
stiffened whites ot the eggi. and a tea- 
•poonfnl of vanilla. Pour into a mold 
wet with cold water and let in a cool 
place to form.' When readr to iwve. 
wring a cloth out in hot-water, wrap \{ 
for a moment about the mold and tutt 
the- contents out upon a chilled flail 
dish. Eat with powdered ••ugar and 
rich, sweet' cream.

Cheese and Vegetable Soup.—Two 


«upfuls of stock, two tablespoonfuli 
of finely chopped carrots, one table- 
spoonful of chopped onion, a very 
little mace, two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter, two tablespoonfnls of flour, one 
and a half teaspoonfuls of salt, one 
cupful ot scalded milk, one-fourth cup- 
ful of grated cheese. 


Cook the vegetables a short time 


in one-half of the butter, add the 
stock and the mace, boiling IB or 20 
minutes. 
Strain and add the milk. 


Thicken with flour cooked in the re- 
maining butter. Just before serving 
sttr in the cheese and cook until It 
is melted. 


Cheese With Potato Puffs.—One 


cupful of mashed potatoes, one-quar- 
ter cupful of milk, one egg, half tea- 
spoonful of salt, half cupful of grated 
cheese.

Beat the potatoes and milk together 


nntll thoroughly mixed. Add the egg 
and the salt and-beat thoroughly. Fin- 
ally add the cheese. Bake.In muffin 
tins In a Blow oven 10 or 15 minutes. 


A similar dish may be made by 


scooping out the inside of a baked 
potato and mixing it with cheese as 
above. Pill the potato skin shell with 
the mixture, return to the oven, and 
bake until light brown. 


A third class comprises such dishes 


as cheese salads and cheese sand-, 
wiches: 


Cheese Salad ana Preserves.—Epi- 


cures have devised a dish which con- 
sists of lettuce with French dress- 
ing served with cream cheese and 
thick preparations of currants or other 
fruits preserved In honey or sugar, 
which, owing to the fact that the 
seeds have been extracted by a labori- 
ous process, are fairly expensive. The 
soft cheese often found in market is 
also relatively expensive. There is a 
suggestion in this dish, however, for 
others which are much less costly. 
Buttermilk cream or ordinary cottage 
cheese served with lettuce or other 
green salad and a small amount of 
rich homemade preserves, is a com- 
bination with much the same char- 
acter, and also very appetizing. 


Cuban Sandwiches.—This sandwich 


may be described as a kind of club 
sandwich with cheese. It is usually 
made large so that It is necessary to 
eat it with a knife and fork. It may 
be made • In such proportions as to 
supply a large amount of nourish- 
ment. 


Cheese Wafers. — Spread grated 


cheese on thin crackers, heat In the 
oven until the cheese is melted. Serve 
with soup or salad. 


Cheese Relish.—Spread bread which 


has been toasted or fried in deep fat 
with grated cheese, or with grated 
cheese mixed with a little mustard, 
then heat In the oven until the cheese 
is melted. This may be served with 
salad, or as a relish to give flavor 
to seme dish such as boiled rice or 
hominy, which has no very-marked 
flavor. 


In preparing the cheese it has often 


been found convenient to use a very 
coarse grater, having silts instead of 
the usual rounded holes, thus prevent- 
ing clogging.

ble. A cadaverousness of complexion; 
an eye large, liquid and luminous be- 
yond comparison; lips somewhat thin 
and very pallid, but of a surpassingly 
beautiful curve; a nose of a delicate 
Hebrew model, but with n breadth of 
nostril unusual in similar formations; 
a finely molded chin, speaking in its 
want of prominence, of a want of 
moral energy; hair of a more than 
weblike softness and tenuity—these 
features, with an inordinate expan- 
sion above the regions of the temple, 
made up altogether a countenance not 
easily to be forgotten.

He suffered mnch from a 
morbid acuteness of the senses; the 
most insipid food was alone endurable; 
he could wear only garments of cer- 
tain texture: the odors of all Sowers 
were oppressive: his eyes were tortur- 
ed by even a faint light, and thore 
were but peculiar sounds nnd these 
from stringed Instruments which did 
not inspire him with horror.

While 
be spoke the Lady Madeline—for so 
she was called, passed slowly through 
a remote portion of tbe apartment, and 
without having noticed my presence, 
disappeared. I regarded her with an 
utter astonishment not unmingled with 
dread, and yet I found it impossible 
to account for such feelings. A sensa- 
tion of stupor oppressed me, as my 
eyes followed her retreating steps. 


The disease of the Lady Madeline had 


long baffled the skill of her physicians. 
A settled apathy, a gradual wasting 
away of the person and frequent al- 
though transient affections of a par- 
tially cataleptical character, were the 
unusual diagnoses. 
Hitherto she had 


steadily borne up against th« pressure 
of her malady, and had not betaken 
beraelf finally to bed; but, on tbe clos- 
ing in of the evening of my arrival 
at the house, she succumbed (as her 
brother told me at night with inex- 
pressible agitation) to tbe prostrating 
power of the destroyer, and I learned 
that tbe glimpse I had obtained of her 
person would thus probably be the last 
I should obtain—that the lady, at least 
while living, would be seen by me no 
more. 


For several days ensuing her name 


was unmentioned by either Usher or 
myself, and during this period I was 
bus^d in earnest endeavors to allevi- 
ate the melancholy of my friend. We 
painted and read together, or I listen- 
ed as if in a dream to the wild impro- 
vizatiorjs to his speaking guitar. 


I shall ever bear about me a memory 


of the many solemn hours I thus spent 
alone with the master of the house of 
Usher. Yet I should fall in any at- 
tempt to convey an idea of the exact 
character of the studies or of the oc- 
cupations in wbich he involved me or 
led me the way. An excited and high- 
ly distempered ideality threw a sul- 
phurous luster over all. 


One, 
of the phantasmagoric concep- 


tions of my friend, partaking not so 
rigidly of the spirit of abstraction, may 
be shadowed forth, although feebly, in 
words. A small picture presented the 
interior of an immensely long and rec- 
tangular vault or tunnel, with low 
walls, smooth, white and without In- 
terruption or device. 
Certain acces- 


sory points of the design served well 
to convey the idea that this excavation 
lay at an exceeding depth below the 
surface of the earth. No outlet -was 
observed in any portion of its vast ex- 
tent, and no torch or other artificial 
source of light was discernible. Yet a 
flood of intense rays rolled throughout 
and bathed the whole iu a ghastly and 
inappropriate splendor. 


The words of his wild fantasias (for 


he not infrequently accompanied him 
self on the guitar with improvisations) 
were the result of that intense col- 
lectedness and concentration to which 
I have previously alluded as observa- 
ble only in particular moments of the 
highest 
artificial 
excitement. 
The 


words of one of these rhapsodies I 
have easily remembered. I was per- 
haps the more forcibly impressed with 
it as he gave it, because in the under 
or mystic current of its meaning I fan- 
cied that I perceived, and for the first 
time, a full consciousness on the part 
of Usher of the tottering of his lofty 
reason upon her throne.
